Huiet said he would ask the 
Legislature to reduce the present 
minimum contribution rate of one 
percent to a rate of 0.5 percent 


‘of wages paid to “covered” work- 


ers, and would recommend similar 
reductions in other rate categories, 

Georgia employers contribute a 
maximum of 2.7 percent into the 
unemployment fund—this maxi- 
mum rate would remain. un- 
changed, the Commissioner ex- 
plained, 

When a firm has a good employ- 
ment record, it is able to reduce 
the rate of contribution charged, 
Huiet said. 

Since this plan of rewarding 
firms with good employment rec- 
ords became effective in 1942, 
Georgia firms have saved a total 
of $23,293,000 through tax reduc- 
tions, Huiet asserted. The sav- 
ings for the first six months of 
1946 alone amounted to $4,556,000, 
which was more than the $3,393,- 
000 saved by employers during 
the entire 12 months of 1942. 

Today 39.2 percent of the Geor- 
gia industries “covered” by the 
unemployment law (those which 
employ more than eight persons) 
are paying the minimum tax of 
one percent, the Commissioner 
said, 


At the same time, the propor- 


tion of employers whose accounts 
reflected unfavorable experience 
sufficient to require the maximum 
tax of 2.7 percent has declined 
to the point of only 3.3 percent, 
Huiet continued. Another 26.3 
percent of Georgia “covered” em- 
ployers are currently paying con- 
tributions at this maximum rate 
due to the fact that their business 
has not been operated in Georgia 
long enough to qualify for a modi- 
fied rate under Georgia law. 


When the program began in 
1942, only 17 percent qualified 
for the minimum rate and 11.3 
percent had to pay the maximum 
rate because of unfavorable ex- 
perience, Huiet recalled. 


“The saving of $23,293,000 to 
Georgia ‘covered’ employers in 
contributions has resulted both 
from a record of favorable experi- 
ence of employers and a steady 
increase in the total amount of 
Wages paid annually to Georgia 
workers employed in industries 
covered by the unemployment 
compensation law,” MHMuiet con- 
cluded. 

Georgia has 8,974 industries 
covered by this law this year, as

WASHINGTON, Sept. 29—( 
Gross negligence, carelessness, 
“sloppy” administration and con- 
fusion were charged by a Con- 
Committee Sunday in 
Government of billions 
of dollars worth of war surplus 
property. 

Such a condition, a formal re 
port by the House Surplus Prop- 
erty Investigating Committee said, 
“smooths the path” for specula- 
tion, favoritism and fraud. Chair- 
man Slaughter, Democrat, Mis- 
souri, filed the interim report 
with the House Clerk. 

Coincident with this, Rep. Wig- 
glesworth, Republican, Mass- 
achusetts, charged in a letter to 
Chairman Bland, Democrat, Vir- 
ginia, of the House Merchant Ma- 
rine Committee, that “failure of 
the Maritime Commission and the 
War Shipping Administration to 
renegotiate (wartime) contracts 
involving excessive profits may 
have deprived the Treasury of 
hundreds of millions of dollars.” 

The Massachusetts Republican 
said: “Exorbitant sums have been 
realized in respect to contracts 
for the purchase, charter. insur- 
ance and trade-in of vessels ac- 
quired during the war,” with 
|some profits apparently running

In that valley, there 
is only one developed piece of 
property—‘‘The Pirate’s Den,” the 
hunting lodge of Jesse Gunn, cap- 
italist, of this city.

The Metcalf hunting preserve 


almost surrounds the Gunn estate. | 


Metcalf, who is a son of the late 
United States Senator from Rhode 
Island, and who also has a home 
at Middlesex, Va., bought these 
lands more than 10 years ago and 
has maintained on them one of 
the finest hunting preserves in 
America. After the new lake 
undates 6,000 acres of the lands, 
Metcalf will still have about 20,000 
acres with a long frontage on the 
shore of one of the greatest inland 
lakes in the South. 

Though Gunn visualizes that 
the bringing of navigation to Bain- 
bridge will open up now-un- 
dreamed-of industrial opportuni- 
ties to the Southwest Georgia re- 
gion, he is most keenly interested 
in developing to the utmost the 
tourist and recreational aspects 
which the new lake will create.

At Worry Rock

Once a Mecca for moaners, 
groaners, hand-wringers, hair-pull- 
ers, tellers of tales of woe and per- 
sons’ with myriad other manifesta- 
tions of a worried mind, Hape- 
ville’s original Worry Rock is a 
lonely spot these days. 

For despite meat shortages, in- 
come taxes, atom bombs, stock 
market undulations and literally 
thousands of other things to dis- 
tress mankind, people just don’t 
worry any more. 

At least, they do not come to 
Worry Rock to mull over their 
problems, and, as a result, the 
nationally-known granite rock, lo- 
cated directly in front of the city’s 
handsome new  postoffice, has 
grown shabby with disuse. 

Placed in a little park lot ad- 
jacent to the Hapeville depot in 
1938 at ceremonies attended by 
1. D. Rivers, then Governor of 
Georgia, and many Fulton County 
and Hapeville civic and govern- 
ment leaders, Worry Rock soon 
gained national fame as the ideal 
place to worry. 

In retrospect it is difficult for 
one to conceive of problems weigh- 
ty enough to cause mental. an- 
guish back in those lush, prewar 
days when food and family were 
man’s only concern—but worry 
people did, and so Worry Rock was 
dedicated to their folly. 

After its dedication, Worry 
Rock was publicized in several 
magazines with nation wide distri- 
bution, and, according to the Hape- 
ville Chamber of Commerce, even 
in foreign newspapers. Tourists 
from all over the nation were at- 
tracted to its site. 

Its popularity lasted up to and 
including the war years, when, 
with sons, husbands, fathers and 
loved ones overseas fighting 
against the Axis Powers, it 
fered solace to many heavy hearts.

Since the war’s end, however, 
ithe Rock’s only visitors have been 
tired railroad workers, who, of 
‘all things, used it as a resting 
place, while laying a new section 
of track along the Central of Geor- 
gia right-of-way nearby. 

Now the stone, grown high with

'noticed to hundreds of persons,

And with Hapeville now in the

EPINAL, France, Sept. 29—(/P) 
Gen. Charles De Gaulle Sunday 
condemned the new French Con- 
stitution, declaring it would cre- 
ate a France too weak to main- 
tain its independence in a strug- 
gle between East and West—be- 
tween Russia and the United 
States, as he portrayed it. 

De Gaulle asked voters to re- 
ject the charter in the referen- 
dum two weeks hence. His ad- 
dress held the threat of another 
political crisis and a_ possible 
split of Pres. Georges Bidault’s 
deminant MRP Party, made up 
of both pro and anti-De Gaulle 
factions. If such a split swayed 
enough votes to defeat the Con- 
stitution, a third Constituent As- 
sembly would be necessary, with 
De Gaulle’s return to the interim 
presidency seen as a possibility 
in some quarters. 

The three largest French po- 
litical parties, the Popular Re- 
publican Movement (MRP), the 
Communists and Socialists, all 
voted for the Constitution, which 
was approved 440 to 106, just be- 
fore dawn. Another Constitution, 
written when the Communists 
rather than the MRP formed the

Professional Drivers 
Get More Careless 


Professional drivers, who should 
know better, are involved in more 
accidents than women and stu- 
dents, kidded by comics as reck- 
less drivers. 

This was disclosed in statistics 
at the State Patrol Headquarters, 
which showed that truck drivers, 
particularly, are getting more 
reckless. : 

These figures showed that truck 
drivers, bus drivers, taxi drivers 
and chauffeurs are involved.in 21 
percent of the highway accidents 
in Georgia. These are the men 
who make their living by driving 
trucks, buses, taxis and cars. They 
are the men who are more skilled 
in driving, have better equipment 
to drive, and are more familiar 
with the highways than the aver- 
age driver.

The State Patrol figures showed 
that accidents of all types in- 
creased 39 percent for the first 
eight months of this year, rising 
from 2,856 to 3,997 motor vehicles 
in accidents.

The Lewis and Clark expedition spent the winter on or near 
the site or Bismarck in 1804-05. That expedition, which is among 
the great endeavors of man’s history, ought to be at least a six- 
month study in American history. 

“The West” of Arizona, the Dakotas, Wyoming, Montana is a 
part of the United States. English is the language spoken. It is 
closer to the frontier and the frontier tradition—and therefore the 
American tradition—than any other section. It was as late as 1876 
that the Sioux Indians had much of the West gathered in its most 
easily defended centers when the news of Custer’s defeat and anni- 
hilation spread around the region. Chief Joseph, the great Nez 
Perce chieftain, aroused them a year later. 

It was years later before it became “safe” to travel or settle in 
some sections of the West. 


Econom Its businessmen are as shrewd, and perhaps more 
Y clear-minded, than those in other sections of the 
United States. It is tied to wheat, cattle, sheep and mining. Its 
economy, like that of the South, has been throttled by the politics 
of protection for Eastern industry which grew out of the long Re- 
publican rule following Appomattox. But its vitality is the usual 
business—drugstores, automobile sales and repairs, clothing, hard- 
ware and the lines to be found in any community. It suffers, like 
the South, from absenteeism insofar as industry is concerned. It 
is a raw-material-shipping region. 

No region is more fiercely American in its loyalty. Yet its his- 
tory, its closeness to the frontier days, its still existing pioneer 
villages, ranches and farms where German, Swede, Norwegian, 
Dane, Austrian and other nationalities settled; its continual struggle 
with water, distance and weather—all these make it “different” and 
give to it a freshness and a vitality that is refreshing and strong. 
Yet, traveling the United States you sense the fraud and error of 
those regionalists who cry “let us alone,” and who protest bitterly 
against “outside” interference. Our regions are “different,” yet 
only as the United States is happy and prosperous will the regions 
and States be happy. We are a nation and we must first be Ameri- 
cans... before we are Southerners or Westerners or Easterners 
or New Englanders. d 

What we need most to do is to know our own country ana its 


history. 
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Navy Life Is Easier 
Than It Used To Be 


I have been reading a new novel titled “The 
Salem Frigate.” It is a story centering on old 
—e Salem, Mass., of the days of sailing ships, of 

sloops and brigs and frigates and line of battleships. When the 
fighting ships of the young American Navy were made of wood 
and they depended only on the breeze to fill their great sails for 
motion, 

It was a time when shipbuilders sent out printed appeals to 
land owners, begging for the timber they needed for keel and 
masts and oaken beams to create these ships. Indicating a slowness 
to respond on simple commercial grounds, the appeal was made 
to their patriotism. | 

Long 12-inch guns constituted the main battery of our frigate, 
with secondary batteries of six-inchers. And, as far as I can tell, 
the only metal used in construction of the ship was copper sheeting 
for her hull, underwater. 

A tiny vessel she seems to us of today, yet she carried a crew of 

.200 men, exclusive of officers. And the officers were numerous, 
themselves. 

Only officers were required to wear uniforms, but the captain of 
each ship, in his discretion, could designate uniform costuming for 
his crew. Wise captains did, for such uniforms aided morale and 
moreover, made desertion more difficult. 


: The central character in the story is an 
Sickness Common assistant ship’s surgeon and there is much 
telling of the diseases, the sicknesses that were common on ships 
of those days. 

Fever, ague, tropic diseases, scurvy and the sickness resulting 
from inadequate diet and bad food swept the crews like pestilence. 
It was not untommon for a ship to signal appeals for help to any 
other which might sight her at sea, because her own crew was too 
helpless, from disease, to handle her. : 

Of course the remedies prescribed by the doctors seem, to us, 
pitifully erroneous. Purging, blood-letting were practiced on prac- 
tically all patients and, for a strange, tropical fever, it was advised 
to bathe the patient in vinegar and to fill the room or ward with 


the fumes of boiling vinegar. 

. Fresh meats, vegetables and fruits seemed to go 
Rotten Food rotten on every voyage and the supply was never 
enough to carry them to the next port. 

They lived, then, on salt meat which, the doctor says, filled the 
mess with its fetid odor. It became habit to knock ships biscuits

against the table edge, before eating, to dislodge the weevils. 

The water became dark, covered with foul scum in the great 
casks and it was alive with ‘“‘wigglers.” 

No wonder scurvy and allied disease was rampant. The marvel 
is that any survived such voyages which, delayed by long calms, 
when no wind stirred and ships could not move, ofttimes lasted 


a year or so. 

The assistant surgeon, together with oth- 
Wretched Quarters er junior officers, were quartered in the 
cockpit, on the lowermost deck. It was a dark and lightless hole, 
filled with. the smell of bilge water. They slept on hammocks and 
there was a table in the center where they ate. 

The only available light was a lantern or two and, because of 
a peculiar regulation, most of the time they could not light these, 
thus had to sit, eat and live in the dark. 

The door to the room where the spirits were kept opened from 
this cockpit. Each man was issued a ration of grog every day. It 
was thus necessary to open the door to the spirit room several 
times daily. Furthermore it was a regulation that, under some 
weather conditions, the spirit room door must be kept open con- 
stantly. Weather conditions, by the way, that prevailed most of 
the time. 

And it was a strict law that, when the spirit room door was 
open, there could be no light in the cockpit. These junior officers 


lived like moles. 
In Battle When the frigate was engaged in battle, the junior 
officers were deprived, even, of the scant comfort of 
their cockpit. For that place was where the wounded were tended. 
The floor was covered with sand, so it would not become slippery 
with blood. Open tubs of sand were placed here and there to 
receive bloody swabs and amputated limbs. Amputations were 
performed on the table where, in peactime, they ate. 

There was, you know, no such thing as anesthesia. They just 
held the man down by main strength while they cut and sawed 
away his leg. The only method they knew to ease his agony was 
to induce him to drink as much rum as possible. 

Life in the U. S. Navy has changed a lot. For the better, thank 
God. 

Then it has improved ashore, too, since those ancient days, 
hasn't it?

Stalin Statement 
Will Allay Fears 


WASHINGTON—Much of the silly talk of 
war with Russia should be wiped out by the 
; forthright statement of Premier Josef Stalin 

at Moscow the other day. 

The Soviet government head delivered a body blow to those 
sensation mongers and irrational malcontents here and abroad 
who have jumped on every little incident of our differences with 
the Russians to fortify their evil forebodings of .war. 

Replying to questions put to him by the Moscow correspondent 
of a London newspaper (The Sunday Times), Mr. Stalin has ef- 
fectively scotched the vapid mouthings of the trouble makers. 

He has dismissed the whole clamor for the irresponsible chatter 
that it is by stating simply and positively that the danger of an- 
other war at the present time just “does not exist.” 


Thus he consigns to the rubble heap, where it 
belongs, all of the loose talk of the peep-hole 
diplomatists and the barnyard experts who have sought to alarm 
the country over the fancied danger of a war that “does not exist.” 

He sees not the slightest reason why Russia cannot work in 
collaboration with the United States and Great Britain in preserv- 
ing the peace of the world. His answer to questions as to whether 
he believed this could be achieved was equally concise and positive: 
“I do, unconditionally.” Or to give a more literal interpretation in 
the American vernacular: “I absolutely believe so.” 

The only complaint that can be made of the Stalin statement is 
that he did not go further and denounce the war gossiper for the 
frauds and fakers that they are. In that way he might have given 
a clearer ring of sincerity. 

But as to this, Premier Stalin’s sincerity, no enlightened per- 
son has cause for entertaining the merest shadow of doubt. For 
the simple truth is, as every informed person knows, Russia is in 
no condition to think of engaging in a war of aggression against 
anyone at any time in the immediate future. 


Recovery With her manpower sorely depleted from the cas 

ualties suffered in the late war, with many of her 
industries destroyed and principal cities devasted from the Ger- 
man invasion, it will take her some years—perhaps a decade—te 
fully recover. 

And of all the nations in the world with whom she could pick 
a fight, we obviously are the last. Not only because we are the 
most powerful nation in the world, with an industrial plant vastly 
expanded and intact, but because of the atom bomb. She could 
not possibly, according to the experts, duplicate our performance 
in the atomic field in less than a dozen years, possibly a score. 

The simple truth of Premier Stalin’s denunciation of all the 
idle war talk, then, is to be found in the answer to the question 
of who would be planning a war against some other nation ten 
years hence. No one, of course. 

By that time Mr. Stalin, no doubt, will have expended his life 
span and will have passed on, as will have the heads of other ex- 
isting governments, leaving new figures and new issues to 
mand the interest of the world 

It is doubtful, however, that the latest clear-cut statement of the 
Russian government head will serve to end completelw the frenzied 
fulminations of the war shouters.

Russia? 


NEW YORK—In his letter with 
a time-fuse to President Truman, 
‘dated July 23 and published in 
‘mid-September, Henry Wallace 
proposed that “we try to learn 
why the United States distrusts 
Russia.” 


had to put the question for 
answer was made by Josef Stalin 
himself when he predicted, in a 
speech to American Communists, 
cited by Max Eastman, our own 
backslid bolo, a_ revolutionary 
crisis in the United States at a 
moment “not far off” which would 
be the beginning of the end of 
world capitalism, and conjured 
these American traitors to prepare 
to take advantage of the crisis. 


WALLACE .MAINTAINS rela- 
tions with the American Stalinists, 
no longer correctly to be described 
as Communists, comparable to 
those between Major Quisling, of 
Norway, and the Nazis. Henry’s 
Stalinist friends are no more 
friendly to this country than Hit- 
ler was to Quisling’s Norway. 

Quisling believed in National So- 
cialism at least to the extent that 
Wallace admires Stalinism. In fair- 
ness and honesty, those who ad- 
mire Wallace should concede that 
Quisling deserved, not death and 
historic disgrace, but understand- 
ing. Failing to, they indict their 
own Henry. 

The United States and the USSR 
established relations on the basis 
of an admission that Russia, up to 
that time, had interfered in the 
internal affairs of this nation. The 
Communist Party here had operat- 
ed that conspiracy. If the testi- 
mony of former members of the 
party, including Benjamin Gitlow, 
who had been Earl Browder’s 
predecessor as chief conspirator, 
were insufficient to prove the case; 
the formal admission of the Rus- 
sian Government that it was all 
true quiets the last doubt. That 
admission is found in the Russian 
Government’s solemn but worth- 
less, pledge to stop it. 


NEVERTHELESS, in August, 
1935, the State Department had 
to protest to Russia “against the 
activities involving interference 
in the internal affairs of the 
United States, which took place 
in Russia in connection with the 
seventh All-World Congress of the 
Communist International.” 

“In view of the plain language 
of the pledge,” contained in the 
agreement of recognition, “it is 
not possible for the Soviet Gov- 
ernment to disclaim its obligation 
to prevent activities in its terri- 
tory directed toward overthrow- 
ing the political or social order 
of the United States,” Mr. Hull 
wrote. And, he pointed out, Rus- 
Sia couldn’t disown responsibility 
“for its authority within its terri- 
torial limits is supreme and its 
power to control the acts and ut- 
terances of organizations and in- 
dividuals within those limits is 
absolute.”

833 Argonne Ave., N. E., a 
streetcar motorman, as saying he 
started his car after a routine stop 
at Simpson and Gray Streets, 
when a Negro ran from a near-by 
restaurant yelling and cursing and 
demanding the car stop to pick 
him up.

Recent Government § successes 
have had the effect of virtually 
splitting the Chinese Reds into 
different pockets and cutting sev- 
eral links in their chain between 
Yenan, their capital city, and 
Manchuria. 

Renewal of Chiang Kai-shek’s 
offensive was dependent at least | 
in part upon political develop- 
ments. But it was generally be- 
lieved that the day-was approach- 
ing when Communists must decide 
either to enter a coalition govern- 
ment on Chiang’s terms or break 
away completely, hold their own 
“National Assembly” and _. pro- 
claim their regime the Govern- 
thent of the Republic of China.

One of the most useful cooking 


ingredients to. keep handy during 


a meat shortage is a jar of meat 
extract, paste form. Rich brown 
gravy, soup stock, or an appetizing 
broth can be made in a few min- 
utes by simply dissolving a small 
amount of this paste in hot water.
